pose. They are not legal for identification for portable or mobile operation. If the 
gumilative time taken to use these words were figured, it would be shown that many more 
contacts or messages handled would result from their elimination. ot only did the station 
calling use these words, but also the station anewering. Inclusion of incorrect operating 
procedure in a documentary movie is not necessarily to be commended. 


Any way you look at it, it was a wonderful movie, technically as well as the subject 
matter. We've heard many, many remarks about the movie, all of them good. We certainly 
owe a lot of thanks to W3NIF, W3QZ0 and W3QQH for tringing it down. 


The Ciub would do well to remember this movie for the Hamfest coming up. It would be 
excellent to show at such an affair. The movie is good enough it should be shown to 
everyone wé can arrange to sea it.
